Negative plate comprises 2 stretched films having different chromatic 
dispersions (claim 6). 



Group II 

IIA. Positive plate comprises polymerizable chiral nematic LC layer (claim 7). 

IIB. Positive plate comprises polymerizable discotic LC of homeotropic 
orientation (claim 8).
